Minor Rings and Palantirs and stuff i"; Mordor has a number of "lesser rings" and palantirs 
which he may present to other players, the other players may or may not accept them and 
may or may not- use them- — the. devices, present no permanent hold, on the recipient. The Minor 
Rings allow a player's Double Army to act as a Triple Army against any other units except 
Mbrdor; against Mordor., A double army is reduced to a single army when taring a minim ring. 
The minDD ring does not make tne wearer invisible. Mordor Double Armies may not use these 
minor rings. Palantirs enable their. usee, (again only the Mordor Triple Army or the Free 
peeples Double Armies) to move after seeing the movements of all other units. In use, the 
Triple Army moves with the strength of a double, and the Double Armies reduce to the po^r 
of Singles e PALANTIRS ARE NON-EXHAUSTIVE and may be reused at will. An extra added attrac- 
tion of the palantirs and thfc minor rings is that Mordor may, at will, "cloud" the rings and 
the palantirs, rendering them powerless until unclouded. The GM is kept informed of any and 
all ring and palantir transactions and will notify the appropriate powers if rings are valid 
for use or not, and if palantirs are are valid or not. What the "clouding" power does then 
^N> enable Mordor t* snuff out a revolt, should a buncha Free Peeples all accept rings and 
itirs and then proceed to use them against Mordor. In such a case, the rings ^ and palan- 
tirs would work for one turn only, more than likely being turned off afterwards. ((YOU OJLX

)xlmately 3 days. In this rather lengthly chunk of time, I have nwver once, in all 
i. .sty, written an article on how to win at this game. ((UP UNTIL THIS ISSUE, TOO HAD 
LITTLE ABILITY TO)). I shall do so for you now. The basis for all ny theories, moves, and 
subtle nicities are the net result of long, hard study under the "Great Ifesters" of Postal 
Diplomacy in our time*, For enlightment in tactics, we have consulted with "Fast Eddie" 
EirSauron (who has amassed a total of 10 wins in only 36" years of postal plying); for 
instruction into the realms of strategy and grand strategy, we managed to rip-off a two day 
interview with ColeSlaw Robbie (who's most interesting claim to fame, among others, is that 
he can neither read nor write... yet has won 8 games. Granted 8 game of Old Maid are not 
extremely revelant here, however. eo . ); our Advisor on the interesting topic of "player 
manipulation" was indeed a name from out of Diplomacy's great past (The Golden Era)... none 
other that John 'Big-Time' Besorry, and his former player group of ^ititii associates now 
turned laT^yers: the firm of Iftller,Miller,MLller,Maier,Plankman,^ Mr.

the funds (a GM 'trickle'), So then, we come to the result of over two years of dedicated 
study on my part to bring you these instructional gems, plus an awful damn lot of work 
when I was sober besides.

' A MODEST PROPOSAL 

I've been reading over the systems for rating Diplomacy players suggested by John 
Smythe, Charles Reinselj and Prank Clark in John Boardman*s GRAUSTARK o All of them possess 
certain merits, of course, but all suffer from a common flaw: They are based on a too- 
literal Construing of /what constitutes success in Diplomacy, Each system assumes that, 
because the rule' book defines the object of the game as "to gain control of Europe," 
accumulating more than half the supply .centers on the board is something meritorious. So 
much for- western logic. 

I, on the other hand, have, studied the entire problem carefully, and after delving 
deeply into and observing from all angles the name., of this game (which is, of course, 
Diplomacy) I have come up. with the rating system. ..a rating system which takes into account 
the intentions of the game instead of its superficial characteristics. And my system, 
unlike those others mentioned above, does not suffer from a superfluity of reasoning betwieen 
its initial premises and its final conclusions. Mfcr system is purpose oriented, not goal 
directed- I^r system is subtle.- Jfy system is devious. Ify system is designed to make me 
look good! Ify system works just like Diplomacy itself 0 

The name "Diplomacy" indicates that prime virtues in this game are skill, tact, and 
cunning. Therefore, while the winner of a game holds the nrost supply centers, he may have 
achieved his victories through the use of brute force rather than Diplomacy, (it WDuld be 
difficult to find a game winner who had merely talked his way into the winning seat.) 
Nothing special in winning a game then, so we award technical winners one point. 

However, as a player in chess faced with a hopeless situation resigns rather than 
^"S.ong a game dull to both his opponent and to himself, a Diplomacy player with little hope 
ccomplishing anything displays great tact, of "Diplomacy", in resigning an untenable 
tuition. We give such a gracious player five points. 

Moreover, since expectation is so important in Diplomacy, a player who resigns while 
in a strong position obviously does so because he knows his good fortune cannot continue. 
For such remarkable forslght we award ten points,, 

Most remarkable of all is the player who foresees the catastrophe before the game 
begins, and resigns to let another player take on his bad fortune* To a player of such 
phenomenal skill we give twenty points and a goffld star. (Points shoald also be given to 
players who turn down invitations to join Diplomacy games, but that is beyond the scope of 
this present system. Soon, however...) 

Finally, since confusing your opponents is a ; primary objective in Diplomacy, we also 
recognize skillful obfuscation by awarding five points for each move for which orders are 
not submitted. - Skillful readers will note that it is possible, by skipping a large number 
of moves, to exceed the 3arge point total being giv6n for pre-game resignation (but no gold 
star is awarded in this second caseK This is only logical since it take more diplomatic 
skill to remain -in a game and confuse everyone tham to resign early and confuse only a few, 
people momentarily. (This year the committee has decided there . is no merit in confusing 
the GM, so we have discontinued the 3 points awarded in the past for badly worder or 
illegible orders) • ' 

Supply centers, having noting to do with Diplomacy, get no recognition. Ditto staying 
power. Ditto maneuvering MXXt luck:. We; are considering points for good press releases. 

Under this infallible system I — John Koning -r- am surpassed in Diplomatic Skill by 
■ one player* And I have hopes of catching up to Paul Harley soon.
